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HODGSON HOUSE CONSTRUCTION 

'T^HEIR construction is simple, being made in completely finished 
sections that are quickly assembled, saving much time, worry, 
labor, and confusion of building. The exterior receives three coats of 
best lead and oil paint, the interior woodwork is stained and the floors 
are shellaced. They are easily enlarged at any time by adding sections. 
Being made of the most enduring woods, principally cedar, they last a 
lifetime. Their inviting simplicity, both inside and out, and harmonious 
lines appeal to those who appreciate these features. 

TWO METHODS OF CONSTRUCTION ARE USED 

Single V^all Construction and Double Wall Construction 

The Single Wall (Fibre Lined) shows the frame of the house on 
the inside, with a background of heavy waterproof fibre lining next 
to Cedar boarding. 

The Double Wall (Arctic Lined) is the same as the Fibre Lined 
Single Wall with the addition of the Arctic Lining covering the in- 
side frame, giving about a two-inch air space between the inside and 
outside walls. When a house is termed "Arctic Lined'' (Celotex) 
it means that the side walls, roofs, floors and partitions are double, 
forming a dead air space, a construction more comfortable than a well' 
built plastered house.

Being well made of 
red cedar, and well painted, they will last for years. They can be 
easily opened up for spring house cleaning, which should be done each 
season before nesting time. Many of the larger bird houses represent 
the several types of New England homesteads so well known and ap' 
preciated, and add much to the attractiveness of any grounds. These 
are the first five houses shown and are for martins and birds of the 
swallow family.
